Ei} BERLIN, May 11 (AP) — The 

Berlin blockade—which brought 

mme east and western powers al- 
most to the brink of war—1 to 

end peacefully tonight. 

At one minute after midnight 
(5:01 p. m. today, St. Louis time), 
the land routes to and from west 
Germany are to open again. 

Trains are lined up and ready 
to roll past the old blockade line. 
Trucks and busses are gassed up 
to move eastward on the super- 
highway that Hitler built from 
Spree to beyond the Elbe. 

The first *Berlin-bound train 
since the blockade started left 
Fankfurt today, and arrived at 
Helmstedt, in the British zone, the 
main rail gateway to the former 
German capital. The five cars on 
the train will be attached to a 
British military train before it 
leaves for Berlin. 

The American cars carried 
nearly 100 newspaper and radio 
correspondents, photographers and 
western officials..

Air Lift to Continue. 


Even after the blockade ends, 
however, the air lift will continue.

The Ameri- 
can and British commanders have 
said it will be kept intact until 
there is no doubt that the days 
of blockading at the Kremlin's 
orders have ended. 


The air lift in 11 months has 
cost the lives of 51 American and 
British airmen and about 3200, 
000,000. On the other side of the 
ledger, western officials say it 
has cost, the Russians a big loss of 
prestige, in addition to the eco- 
nomic disruption in their German 
zone caused by the Allied counter- 
blockade, 


Berlin still will have two city 
governments, two police forces and 
fire departments, separate -trade 
union federations, and separation 
of almost everything else—one for 
the western sectors and one for 
the Russian controlled part.

The Economy Act reduced vet- 
erans pensions. 

As the bill now stands, it estab- 
lishes pension benefits totaling 
approximately a billioh dollars a 
year through the year 2000. 

It provides, in general, monthly 
pensions of $72 for disabled and 
needy veterans aged 65 or over, 
and $60 for veterans under 65 
demonstrating total disability and 

need. 


Need is measured by a prdpesed 
income limitation of $1200 a year 
for unmarried veterans, and $2500 
for veterans with dependents. 

By liberalizing existing income 
regulations of the VA and adding 
benefits of $100 a month for help- 
less veterans requiring aid and at- 
tendance the bill adds some 
ten billion dollars to benefits al- 
ready being paid under VA sched- 
ules, at the rate of some, $200,- 
000,000 a year. 

The first bill would have given 
$90 to all veterans at age 65 
whether they needed it or not.

not swerve from its policy of re- 
fusing full diplomatic representa- 
tion to Spain until that country 
adopts such basic rights as habeas 
corpus, impartial trial, religious 
liberty and the privilege of free 
association.

The secretary agreed 
liberties are denied in the Soviet 
Union and its satellite countries, 
and that the United States main- 
tains top-level] diplomatic repre- 
sentation in their capitals. 

The difference, he explained, is 
that the Soviet Union and its 
satellites are not seeking mem- 
bership, economic and military, in 
the league of free and democratic 
nations. He stated with emphasis 
that the United States will con- 
tinue to refrain from voting on 
a motion before the United Na- 
tions General Assembly for re- 
— its resolution of 1946, un- 
der which full diplomatic repre- 
sentation was withheld from 
Franco Spain. 

He declared that the fundamen- 
tal policy of this Government is 
that of attempting to bring Spain 
back into the free European fam- 
ily. It was in that hope, which in 
his view has failed completely, of 
accomplishing this end that the 
United Stateg helped bring pres- 
sure to bear on the Franco Gov- 
ernment by supporting the Assem- 
bly’s resolution of 1946, and by not 
appointing an American ambassa- 
dor to Madrid after the resigna- 
tion of Norman Armour from that 
post. It is with the same hope, he 
maintained, that the United States 
today is refusing to support the 
movement to repeal the resolution.

(The Associated Press corre- 
spondent at the conference said 
Acheson also declared that the 
Franco Government is patterned 
after Fascist Italy and Nazi Ger- 
many, and that it is still Fascist.) 

The secretary held that the 
United States is not attempting to 
dictate to Spain what its form of 
government shall be. But Wash- 
ington still hopes that pressure 
may bring about reforms. Asked 
whether this attitude is influenced 
by the fact that Spain is a Catho- 
lic country, Acheson snapped: 
“Poppycock.” 

Admitting that the republican 
government which Franco over- 
threw in Spain was backed by 
Russia, the secretary recalled 
denials of the charge that the re- 
public was dominantly Commun- 
ist. In 1946, he said, we did not 
know as much about Communist 
aggression as we have learned to- 
day. 

The question at present, he said, 
is not whether all dictatorships 
shall receive equal diplomatic rec- 
ognition, but whether one par- 
ticular dictatorship shall be 
mitted on intimate economic and 
defense terms into the community 
of free Europe or into the Euro- 
pean Co-operation Administration 
and the North Atlantic Treaty.

NEW YORK, May 11 (AP)—At- 
torneys defending 11 top Commu- 
nists demanded a mistrial today | 
after the court told them they | 
had consumed one-sixth of the | 
i7-week trial with their argu- 
ments. United States District | 
Judge Harold R. Medina promptly | 
denied the motion, rejecting the | 
argument he had committed ju-' 
dicial misconduct. 


Medina said a study of the 8860- | 
page record of the trial, in which | 
the 11 are charged with advocat- | 
ing violent overthrow of the Gov-| 
ernment, had shown that 1554 
pages represented argument by | 
defense counsel. He gave the fig- | 
ures in repeating a previous rul- 
ing that defense lawyers could 
not argue an objection without | 
obtaining court permission. 


“All I want to show, as any- | 
one attending this trial can see,” | 
the judge said, “is that I have 
every good reason to show for 
my ruling.” 

He then turned to the jury and 
repeated an often-voiced admoni- | 
tion that the jurors should disre- | 
gard colloquies between the bench | 
and the attorneys. | 


Dennis Makes Motion. 


Eugene Dennis, general secre- 
taty of the American Communist | 
party and one of the 11 defend- 
ants, presented the motion for mis- | 
trial. He is representing himself. 

Dennis contended “the remarks 
of your honor constitute judicial 
misconduct, are highly prejudi- 
cial, and make it impossible to 
obtain a fair trial.” | 

Medina reminded Dennis of a | 
recent incident “when you refused | 
to stop talking and I had to leave | 
the bench for five minutes to 
allow ylou to cool off.” 

<I also remember,” Dennis said, | 
“that you told me to stop and I | 
stepped.” 

“Your recollection is different | 
from mine,” said the judge. Mo- 
tidn denied.” 

William Cummings, Negro, of | 
Tdledo, O., a Federal Bureau of | 
Investigation undercover worker 
in the party, testified today that | 
the Lucas County (O.) Communist | 
party executive committee was or- 
dered to destroy all master lists 
of party members in 1947.

setting a goal of 10,000 new party | 
members. | 


That goal, the document stated, | 
would increase national member- | 
ship between 15 and 18 per cent, | 
indicating a national membership | 
at the time of between 65,000 and | 
70,000.

Henry Eddins, vice president in 
charge of operations for Laclede;

The time required for convert- 
ing the avérage home containing 
a range and water heater will be 
several hours, he explained, with 
longer time required for addi- 
tional appliances such as space 
heaters and refrigerators. He 
urged a householders to be on 
the alert for notices specifying the 
dates for their districts and to 
arrange to be at home or to leave 
the house key with a neighbor. 

A demonstration of the burn- 
ing characteristics of the new gas 
was given in a range installed in 
the home economics department 
of the utility’s building at 1017 
Olive street. First, the present gas 
was burned in the range then the 
new straight natural was turned 
on. It burned with a higher flame 
which was tipped with yellow, in- 
dicating incomplete combustion. 
Conversion of several burners was 
made for comparative purposes. 
The flame returned to normal 
after adjustment of the burners.

Senator Douglas is an upholder of progressive 
social welfare measures, but he rightly insists 
that the money to finance them be obtained as 
far as possible by eliminating waste. This posi- 
tion lends heightened interest to the Hoover 
Commission's proposals for economy. 

There is no reason to become alarmed at the 
country’s economic condition. Some settling 
down is necessary to check inflation. In any 
event the country has a Council of Economic 
Advisers whose responsiblity it is to keep the 
President continuously up-to-date. The Presi- 
dent ig duty-bound te follow the best advice he 
can ‘get. All this adds up to reasonable reduc-

Judging by a three-to-one test vote in the As- 
sembly, the new State of Israe]—lusty baby of 
nations—-is soon to become a member of the 
United Nations.” It was expected the application

Britain's tieup with the Arab world is the rea- 
son for its consistently cold attitude toward Is- 
facil. But Israel is certain to become a member 
of the United Nations with or without British 
approval.

The city charter board made the important 
problem of city-county relationships almost its 
first order of business: It promptly decided to 
keep a liaison committee in touch with the 
board that has been appointed to draft a home- 
rule charter for St. Louis County. It also heard 
and fook under advisement a suggestion that 
the city should be freed to expand beyond its 
present 1876 boundaries into ‘ unincorporated 
parts of the courfty. : 

For the benefit of those who see red fogs of 
“consolidation” whenever the city makes a pa- 
cific oyerture to the county, let it be said that 
this is no plot to swallow up Webster, Clayton, 
University: City, ete, in the rapacious maw of 
St. Louis. No suburban town can be taken in 
except by its own voters’ free will. If St. Louis 
does reach out into unincorporated areas, the 
city certainly has a just case for reaching north- 
ward along the river to take in the Columbia 
Bottoms airport site. 

The liaison committee to the County Board of 
Freeholders is a friendly gesture that should be 
reciprocated with a similar embassy from the 
county to the city. The two parts of the metro- 
politan community are too close neighbors, with 
much too serious problems in common, not te 
co-operate in every way they can. ; 

Both their charters should be neutral on politi- 
cal mergers, neither discouraging them nor boost- 
ing them, But thexguthors of both documents 
should take great pains that their handiwork 
does not stand in the way when city.and county 
need and want to work together. The St. Louis 
Board of Freeholders has made a sensible start 
toward this goal.

Extension of high wartime price supports 
to 1950 by the Hightieth Congress has the 
Government involved in the most extrava- 


gant price-support bperation in its history. 


So far this fiscal year (through March 
31), the Government has nearly à billion 
dollars tied up in loans, purchases and pur- 
cHase agreements. That is far more than 
ever has been spent 
for this purpose in 
any previous peace- 
time year. 

The magnanimous 
abandon with which 
the last Congress ex- 
tended high-cost war- 
time controls to 1950 
in its pre-campaign 
wind-up is indicated 
in the fact that it 
pledged support at _ 

90 per cent of parity Senator Aiken 
for the 1948 potato crop, too, even though 
the potato-support program Had already 
cost the Government $170,169,000 at that 
time.

Then it steps in 
to pay the-farmer the difference between 
the market price and the higher support

Many have taken ſt for granted that this 
is a new and radicalidea. Its purpose is to 
furnish the farmer price support while at 
the same time giving the consumer the 
benefit of lower prices. 


Powers That Already Exist 


It is true that these operations assume 


broader proportions and more definite out- 
line in the Brannan plan, but they are all 
in the present law. The Aiken Act author- 
izes the Secretary of Agriculture to ‘sup- 
port prices of agricultural commodities to. 
producers through loans, purchases, pay- 
ments, and other operations,” It also makes 
clear that “compliance by the producer 
with acreage allotments, production goals, 
and marketing practices prescribed by the 
Secretary may be required as a condition 
of eligibility for price support.” 


The Braniian plan would make price sup- “ 


port conditional upon compliance with soil 
conservation practices, acreage allotment, 
marketing quotas and marketing agree- 
ments as these are found necessary to “cur- 


tan wasteful production and disorderly 


marketing.” Under the Aiken Act any or 
all of these controls, with the exception of 
soil conservation may be applied. Under 
the Brannan plan, they would be required 
under certain conditions. 


Which Will Cost Less?

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Screening a Porch. 


B EFORE you start trying to 
screen a porch, you want to 
understand that for some rea- 
son the people who Moon porches 
don't like the idea of them being 
screened in. They, therefore, make 
things as difficult for you as pos- 
sible. 

What you have to do first is 
get a surface at the top and bot- 
tom edge of the porch: so that the 
screen frames can be attached. 
This means building up a smooth 
surface around posts, pillars and 
trim, The screen frames can be 
made out of 1-by-3 lumber or there- 
abouts, and each frame should be 
not more than four feet wide. 
They can go the full height of 
the porch which in most cases is 
not over eight feet. 

Joints for the frame can be 
made with metal angle plates un- 
less ‘you: prefer something more 
tricky and involved. The frames 
should be rugged enough so they 
will stand being taken down_and 
x up over a period of years.

Orizontal support halfway up. 
1 will also serve as a base for 
supporting the screening.
